ROAD MAKING 
UNDER WAY 


Districts North and East of the City 
Being Opened up by Highways 


Mr. J. R. Boyle, M.P.P., returned on 


Friday from a two week's irip through 
the Sturgeon constituency looking over 
the roads and briges. He was accom- 
panied on the trp by Mr. John Field- 
ers, road inspectc.. The trip inclucei 
visits te the Lamoureux, Cruezot, Stur- 
geon Valley, Namao, Poplar Lake, St. 
Eugene, Little Vermilion, Pakan, Ed- 
Vward, Veranka, Saddle Lake, Float- 
ing Stone and White Fish Lake dis- 
tricts. 

The country is settling rapidly on 
the north side of the river in the vic- 
inity of the Wassahatenaw crciek whére 
a large number of Americans, British- 
ers are settling. Settiements north of 
Pakan is also extending rapidly. A 
large number of Americans are settling 
north of Saddle Lake betwe2n Floating 
tone Lake and Island Lake. The land 
in these districts appears first class 


and promises to richly reward the eet- 
Crops throughout the districts vis- 


ited never lookei better and are ex- 
ceptionally well advanced for the time 
of year. Most of the wheat and barley 
in the vicinity of Pakan and north of 
Saddie Lakee is ripe and harvesting 
of both graine has commenced. On 
Monday, July 30, fields of both wheat 
and barley in stook were ce2n near 
Saddle Lake and also on Tuesday, July 
31 near Pakan. Crops nearer the city 
are not quite so eeirly, but a large 
percentage of wheat and barley and 
a considerable proportion of the oat 
crop is coloring very rapidly. Where 
damage was done by cut worms early 
in the season in the settlements along 
the Sturgeon, some iand was re-sown 
for green feei, but if the season con- 
tinues favorable a large percentage of 
such crop will ripen. No daraage from 
hail has been observei. 

I\. now appears certain that a larger 
harvest will be threshei in the Stur- 
ao constituency than ever before. 

A survey party are now working on 
the Victoria trail from Fort Saskatche- 
wan under directions from the provin- 
cial government and this trail will be 
permanently establishei as a 
road. Gangs of workinen are follow- 
ing the survey party repairing the 
road, putting in culverts and small 
pridges. The larger bridges neces- 
sary have ajready been constructed. 

The work will be completei_ this 
summer. The trail, 
the tributary districts will be the main 
freight route from and to Lac 
| Biche. 
| The provincial government are open- 
ing up a new road from the Pakan fer- 
ry into the settlements north and 
also a new road from the north end 
of Saddie Lake to Floating Stone Lake | 
to serve the settlements there. 

A road is also being opened up from 
Bor Accord north to St. Emilie to pro- 
vide the peop’e of that district with 
a road to Edmonton. 

Men are now working on all these 
roads and they are expected to be 
completed during the summe-. 

Men have been working on the Atha- 
basca Landing trail during the sum- 
men and this road has been put in good 
condition from the Sturgeon bridge to 
| the Landing. A new bridge was built 
| across the Towatino river and small- 
er bridges and culverts where necss- 
sary. The road between the Sturgeon 
i Bridge and Edmonton will also be put 
lin first class condition during the 
autumn. 

The road from Fort Saskatchewan 
' to the Sturgeon bridge on the Atha- | 
i basca Landing trail will also be im- 
; proved before the season closes.
